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In addition to arranging
programs, lectures, discus-
sions, and preparing motion
pictures and reading mater
ial, the service also maintains
a “hot-line” which drug us-
ers may call if they want
help.

A “common-sense” referral
service is maintained so that
callers can be sent to parties
who can best help. Individ-
ual and family counseling also
are provided, and education-
al materials will be prepared
for elementary and secondary
schools.

This outstanding program
will go a long way toward
satisfying the need to com-
bat the growing narcotics
problem on the Peninsula as
well as other areas of the
county.
